In 1925, as W. P. Bartlett Had 
more income than he needed for 
property upkeep, and for personal 
and liviig expenses, he began to 
carry out his plan of giving, each

But as he did not want 
to be known as the giver, he asked 
the Rev. J. A. Milligan to make 
the announcements and give out 
the awards. 

.1t was announced in‘the schools 
and in the newspaper (the news 
clipping is to be seen in one of Mr. 
Bartlett's obey that a Por- 
terville resident, a friend of the 
schools (later called the Unknown 
Friend) had set aside a sum of | 
$782.50 to be used in the schools | 
during the present year for the | 
purpose of stimulating interest on ; 
the part of the scholars in the 5th. | 
bth, 7th and 8th grades of the 
grammar school and for students 
inthe last year of high school, pro- 
viding prizes which when won will 
be of some help toward further en- 
deavor. 

These were the conditions given: 

"To the boy or girl who makes the 

reatest improvement in his or her 
Fork and who has been of greatest 
service to his or her school and 
community during the*school year 
and who has been a pupil of the 

Porterville elementary school at 
least’ one year.’ The committee 
to select the winners shall be the 
president of the board of educa- 
tion, the superintendent of schools, 

the principal, and one teacher (ap- 
pointed by the _superintendent). 
The prizes offered in the elemen- 
tary schools ran from $5.00°as sec- 
ond prize in the 5th grade to $50 
as first prize in the 8th grade. 

In the high school where one 
award of $250 was offeted, the 
winner, boy or girl, was to be se- 
lected on the basis of scholastic at- 
tainment, leadership, and service 
to the school and community, and 
of limited financial resources — 
and is to be a student who has 
\|been a member of the school for 
at least two years and who plans 
to go to college.

"Much will depend," said the 
announcement, ‘upon the interest 
that will be taken in these awards 
by the students and by the parents 
through ‘the encouragement they 
give the students in their studies 
and effort to attain. to the ‘ideals 
outlined and the value it may be 
to the work of the teachers in rais® 
ing the highest possible standard 
for our schols, as to the perman- 
ency of this plan. The fund will ba 
permanent if it proves of value in 
achieving the aim sought." 

An editorial.which Mr. Bartlett 


‘clipped and put into his scrapbook 


thanked this Benefactor of schools, 
especially because the plan enlist- 
ag the efforts of the parents, 
helped in teaching needed ethics 
in The schools, and reached every 
child (which the many organiza- 
tions to help: youth could not do). 
Mr. Bartlett also: pasted in his 
scrapbooks the lists of those schol- 
ars who received his awards. Thus 
he had-.a chance to observe re- 
sults; and he decided ‘to devote 
his estate to continue this or a sim- 
ilar project. 

His Last Will and Testament was 
signed October 17.1928 andapro- 
bated in 1930. It bequeathed the 
residue of his estate to the execu; 
tors he had chosen, and to whom 
he had ‘read the will'— J. A. Mil- 
ligan, Allen Basye, and Walter L, 
Richardson — to be held in trust 
They were given legally the power 
of control and management, pay- 
ing taxes, etc. ‘with urea 
compensation for their services’’; 
and of selling, on such terms as 
deemed proper; and of investing; 
also of paying the taxes and ex- 
penses of administration including 
protection of the trust from attack 
by any persons during probate. (It 
happened that his half-brother, 
John, contested the will —_unsuc- 
cessfully.)

It was moved 
across the street to a lot where the 
county Farm Bureau office is now 
located. lt served for a time as 
a firehouse, a city hall, Salvation 
Army headquarters, and finally as 
a storehouse.

Evidently 
Mr. Bartlett did not feel that the 
dam built at the Tuolumne Water-* 
Gap at the lower end of the val- 
ley by Engineer O'Shaughnessy 
was destructive of the natural mag-a 
nificence, for about 40 years later 
he praised the “beautiful lake in 
the reflective bosom of which the 
Hetch Hetchy and Tueeulalah falls 
are mirrored in all their power and 
beauty.’ Mr. Bartlett sent other 
contributions to the Chronicle, 
among them, in 1892, a story of 
early days.in Arizona.

sitive to their meaning — and 
could use a dictionary for precise 
meaning and correct pronuncia- 
tion. . Besides this he learned much 
of the. geography of the world, 
especially the geal and the his- 
tory of his own country; as well as 
a pracical and exact use of arith- 
metic, including the "equation and 
some geometrical proportions. 
That was a good basis for encyclo- 
pedic information and application. 
_ But Mr. Bartlett had also a sensi- 
tiveness to the beauty of nature; 
and he had enough curiosity to 
want to know the names and 
study the classifications and rela- 
tionships of flowers and rocks. In

‘Germany; some ground wood was 
used. But about 1888 the sulphite 
fiber process was introduced from 
Europe. ‘'Chipped wood was 
‘treated chemically in large boilers 
-or digesters under steam pressure; 
the result was fibers of almost pure 
«cellulose, long and silky; and 25% 
-of this was used to 75% of ground 
wood to make paper. The cost of 
‘newsprint was cut nearly in half." 

For the sulphite process mag- 
mmesium bi-sulphite was produced 
by passing sulphurous fumes 
‘through calcined (i. e. powdered 
magnesite). This was more stable 
than any other cheap bi-sulphite. 
‘The Willamette Pulp and Paper 
company was organized jin 1888 
.and built a mill below the falls of 
the Willamette river, opposite. 
‘Oregon City in Oregon. In late 
1889 ground wood was shipped 
rom there to the Stockton paper 
amills in California; and the first 
sulphite fiber made on the Pacific 
-coast was made by the Willamette 
Pulp and Paper Co. in 1891. (Later 
the Willamette Pulp and Paper 
Co. merged with its rival, the 
‘Crown Paper Co., and became the 
‘Crown Willamette Paper Co.) 

By 1927 they had five mills 
reaching through the Northwest as 
far as the northern line of Wash- 
ington; early, timber was cut with- 
-out care for the future; but later 
the company began planting Sitka 
Spruce seed to raise trees in nurs- 
eries for re-planting its cut-over 
lands. “ 

Mr. Bartlett had probably al- 
ready been familiar with magnesite 
mining, for, according to W. W. 
Bradley's ‘Magnesite in Califor- 
nia", published in 1825, the first 
commercial magnesite mining in 
California was in 1886 on Cedar 
Mountain hill in Alemeda county, 
not far from Livermore; in one of 
his sketches Mr. Bartlett mentions 
having worked a “'magnesia claim’ 
in one of the hollows there. How- 
ever his first experience in com- 
mercial magnesite mining and cal- 
cine was in 1891, with George C. 
Stanley. Mr. Bartlett refers to Mr. 
Stanley as his "partner in lands and 
mines and a close friend from 1880 
till his death in 1900." 

They had a contract with the 
Willamette Pulp and Paper Co. to 
calcine magnesite for its new sul- 
phite fiber plant at their Oregon 
City mill. The two men leased a 
large deposite of pure white. mag- 
nesite — the Snowflake and Blanco 
mines — near Chiles valley, and 
St. Helena, in Napa county. Mr. 
Bartlett tells in “More Happen- 
ing'’ how they investigated the 
calcining process used by lime pro- 
ducers, and then studied about 
the European methods in books 
and such material in The Me- 
chanics Library. Then they built 
a kiln for heating the ore to pul- 
verize (or calcine) it. ; 

But there seemed to be iron in» 
this magnesite that, on oxidizing, 
turned the white ore into hues of

As 
the latter is known to have been 
the first calcining of magnesite on 
the coast, the Floriston Paper Co.'s 
trial at Porterville would have been 
not over a year's duration. 

Tulare county in the first quar- 
ter of this century produced most 

of the magnesite from California, 
which was the producing state of 
the United States. And most of 
it came from this Porterville hill 
and from Success hill eight miles 
east of Porterville along the South 
Tule river. Tulare county magne- 
site exists mainly in veins lying in 
brown of green peridotite of ser- 
* pentine form; but in Success hill 
there were large masses of pure 
white magnesite. 

This magnesite deposit is in the 
higher of the Porterville hills just 
north and northeast of Porterville; 
the white gashes of the mines on 
its west side are in sight from the 
city. This is probably the first 
magnesite deposit |known in Cali- 
fornia; W. P. Blake mentioned it in 
his "Itinerary" of 1853. Dr. Sam- 
uel Greggs George, early physi- 
cian, and miner, of Visalia, Inyo 
county, and Porterville, had ‘'filed 
on it,’ as he had on many other 
‘mineral deposits that he discover- 
ed in this county, in early days. 

How much mining on their own 
venture Bartlett and Stanley did 
here up to 1900, when Mr. Stan- 
ley died, is not recorded; it seems 
to have been enough to warrant 
the Willamette Pulp ,and, Paper 
Co, taking it over as an invest- 
ment.

PORTERVILLE NORTHEASTERN 
RAILROAD HELPED SOLVE 
PROBLEM OF HEAVY HAULING 


By Ina H. Stiner 


Just as moving granite over dirt| 
roads was a task, so was hauling 
magnesite by team the four or so 
miles from Mr. Bartlett's earlier 
mine and kiln on Porterville hill to 
the loading station near Scenic hill. 
Martin Smith was one of the team- 
sters. 

When Mr. Bartlett moved his 
operations to Success he got a 
staam tractor to pull large wagons 
with wide;rimmed wheels. This 
tractor’ was a curiosity on the 
roads of that period; it had one 
whtel in front and one on each 
side. It scared driving horses, 
broke bridges, and cut up the 
roads for nearly seven years. 

At that time the road from Por- 
terville to Springville, on leaving 
the former Indian Reservation 
buildings — now the Alta Vista 
school grounds — passed directly 
east over the low ridge extending 
southeast from Rocky Hill; this 
caused a steep descent on the 
eastern side of the ridge, up which 
the magnesite from Suczess must 
be hauled. Mr. Bartlett got the 
road changed to skirt the hill, near-

F. U. Nofziger, the president of 
this company, was able to get 
right- of - way and _ construction 
done. He and an older brother 
had come to California about 1899 
and had been in the lumber-milling 
business in the Los “Angeles area. 
About 1907, F. U. Nofziger joined 
Frank Boole in operating the lum- 
ber mill at Dillonwood. 

One purpose of a railroad to 
Springville was getting lumber out 
to the mainline Southern Pacific 
railroad, It also served the Talbot 
orange packing-house at Clavicle 
and other packing-houses at Suc- 
cess. The road would be accept- 
able to the Southern: Pacific asa 
feeder for its line through Porter- 
ville. According to,records of that 
company, ‘the Southern Pacific 
Company became the operator of 
the Porterville Northeastern Rail- 
road on or about April |, 1912" 
although the final “conveyance” 
was four years later; and the deed 
of the purchase was recorded in 
1934.

It was this two-acres which 
was ‘partially donated'’ as Mr. 
Bartlett said, to the park on March 
11, 1908, by Henry Hunsaker and 
his wite, Frances. 

Mr. Hunsaker was an early cat- 
tleman of the Lower Tule, whose 
large ranch between Woodville 
and Tulare was the center of early 
rodeos, and the location of an 
early postoffice called Hunsaker.

~1t has been asked why the park's 
name was changed to Murry Park 
after the death of George G: 
Murry, while the park's history 
shows that the most used part of 
the park was not given by him but 
by the Pioneer Land Company and 
others. The best historical: answer 
to that question is that Murry hill 
is properly the name of that higher 
hill on. the northeast ridge and 
north and northwest slopes of 
which the park lies. Mrs. Austin 
Miller gives some enlightening 
facts about Murry hill; the Millers 
came to Porterville about 1907. 
Dr. Austin Miller had been prac- 
ticing in San Francisco Bay area; 
when the earthquake of 1906 came 
they were in Europe; but on their 
return conditions in San Francisco 
were so disrupted that he came 
to Porterville to locate.

One.dream of early resic'ents of 
Porterville that came true crncerns 
the citrus industry, which war con- 
sidered to have a bright future 
way back in the 1890s. 

Following is a statement on the 
orange business in Porterville; writ- 
ten by Robert Horbach, secretary 
of the Porterville board of trade, 
for the 1904-05 Tulare county di- 
rectory: 

"For orange growing success- 
fully, there is no place equal to 
Porterville... The orange lands 
are composed of rich, red adobe, 
in which the. citrus trees flourish 
most remarkably. 

"The price ranges from $50 to 
about $100 per acre, with water. 
Water can either be obtained un- 
der the ditches, out of Tule river, 
or by developing by well and 
pump. It takes about four years 
before an orange orchard comes 
into bearing, when, from that time 
on, geturns naturally increase as 
the years roll by. :

Porterville 
One of the first Eastern men to 
show faith in Porterville by putting 
money.in:-here was J. W. Williams, 
of New Jersey. In 1895, Mr. Wil- 
Iliams, having previously purchased 
115 acres near town, planted 20 
acres to navel oranges, 10 acres to 
Villa Franca lemons and 10 acres 
to Lisbon lemons. 

Last year, the first year that the 
trees produced, 336 boxes were 
picked from the three-year-old 
trees. In 1896, Mr. Williams fin- 
ished planting the 115 acres to 
oranges and lemons; he also put in 
a, pumping plant on ‘his new well 
that is 125 feet deep. The power 
is furnished by a 25-horsepower 
gasoline engine. 

Besides this, Mr. Williams has 
been investing in other kinds of 
real estate, having purchased 2,- 
400 acres of land at the head of 
the Yokohl river for a cattle ranch, 
which he will fence. He has also 
purchased 180 acres of alfalfa land 
in the county. (April 28, 1899).

Bartlett came to Porterville that 
National Park service had not been 
established; United States War 
Department troops were deployed 
to the parks every summer. Also 
there were no local parks in Tu- 
lare county. 

Forest conservation as a national 
movement was just beginning. In 
his chapter, in ‘More Happen- 
ings," on California Oaks (which 
once covered so much of the river 
bottoms of the interior valley of 
California) Mr. Bartlett states that 
"in 1904, the great oak forest belt 
of the Kaweah in Tulare county 
had so dwindled that the super- 
visors, urged by the_ people, 
bought a 70-acre grove to pre- 
serve at least a few of these great 
trees." (By later purchase: this 
Mooney Grove park of oaks was 
increased to 143 acres.) Thus the 
first of Tulare county's parks was 
an outgrowth from the conserva- 
tion movement — as was also the 
securing by the county in 1923 of 
Balch park of Sequoia trees, 
through the gift of Mr. and Mrs. 
A. G. Balch of Los Angeles.

neither Cutler nor Tule river park 
was the idea of conservation prom- 
inent, except that they were good 
stretchers of rivers and their banks 
held for public use. 

Tule river (Bartlett) park was de- 
liberately sought by a Porterville 
chamber of commerce committee 
under Fred Velie as the best swim- 
ming place with easy accessibility, 
to be found. A swimming hole in 
the San Joaquin valley is greatly 
enhanced in the summer time by 
shade trees. Walter L. Richard- 
son, (member at that time of the 
Forestry board) in an early pub- 
lished account of Tule River par 
says: ‘A portion extends along 
Tule river, on either side, for a 
quarter of a mile and is heavily

Two more county parks were 
added to the supervision of the 
Forestry board while Mr. Bartlett 
was a member: Cutler park of 52 
acres on the St. Johns river given 
in 1919 by the family of Judge 
of John Cutler, eatly pioneer; 
and Tule river or Bartlett park of 
about 34 acres purchased and 
given to the county in 1923 by the 
efforts of the Porterville chamber 
of commerce. In these the nurs- 
ery stock from Mooney Grove 
came into good use. Cutler park 
had the advantage of flowing wa- 
ter and nearness to Visalia. The 
entrance to each of these two 
parks and to MooneyiGrove was 


wood, willow, and white alder, 
with some California laurel, oak, 
button-willow, ash, and red bud." 

The first year's improvements 
were the scooping out of a small 
pool, making two dressing build- 
ings of 16 rooms each, two drive 
wells, with a few tables and seats. 
Good attendance encouraged an 
expenditure the next year of about 
$4,000, in a ''cottage for the care- 
taker, a pavilion, tables and seats 
set in concrete for 400 persons, 20 
movable benches, cleaning up 
parking grounds, fencing and train- 
ing the wild grapes." 

As the river was dry for the sum- 
mer months in that year, the board 
took the opportunity ''to clear the 
bed for a stretch of 400 feet and 
to build a rock dam with a |16-foot 
base, affording a middle depth ot 
six feet of water.’ Automobile 
entrance to the park had to be 
secured and was obtained by ‘'the 
exchange of 5.64 acres of unusable 
land on the west side at the rail- 
road track for 8.35 acres running
